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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to application filed 03/16/2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of measuring a difference 
in voltage between a first and second element of a filter when an equal current is applied to both 
elements; and adjusting at least one of the first or second elements if there is a measured 
difference in voltage, wherein the adjusting causes a characteristic of the filter to more 
closely match a design characteristic of the filter. The above limitations found in all of the 
independent claims is novel and is neither disclosed nor fairly suggested in the prior art in 
combination with remaining claims limitations. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 
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Thompson (US 3,644,835) discloses measuring voltage differential Vs when equal 
current I13 = Ih is passed through first and second elements (13,14) of a phase detection circuit 
coupled to RC filter 20 (Fig. 2) (column 7, lines 68-75). 

Kloeckner (US 6,496,01 1 B2) discloses method of monitoring a filter by flowing current 
in filter elements, measuring filter voltage, and determining filter characteristic (Figure). 

Nystrom (US 20020190810) discloses automatic adjusting circuit for calibrating an 
analogue filter (Fig. 1, 2). 

Martin (US 6,573,81 1 B2) discloses adjusting resistance of RC-based filters to closely 
match a design characteristic (transfer function) of the filter (Fig. 2,3). 

None of the above cited prior art cited above disclose measuring a difference in voltage 
between a first and second element of a filter when an equal current is applied to both elements, 
adjusting at least one of the first or second elements if there is a measured difference in voltage, 
wherein the adjusting causes a characteristic of the filter to more closely match a design 
characteristic of the filter.
